Chicago, Nov. IO.—Sixty-second con­ 
gress: 
Democrats elected 225, Repub­ 
licans 164, Socialists elected I, doubt­ 
ful district I; total, 301. 
Majority of 
house 
196. 
Democratic 
majority in 
house 29. 
Complete returns on the 
election of representatives in congress 
indicate that the Democrats will have 
a working majority of twenty-nine in 
the next house. 
The number of Dem 
ocrats elected to congress, according 
to the last returns, which are of an 
unofficial character is 225. 
The Re­ 
publican representation will be 164 or 
165, or 8 seats less thau the Democrats 
now have in the Sixty-first congress. 
The Eleventh Pennsylvania district, 
which is represented in the Sixty-first 
congress by a Republican, is in doubt. 
The 
Twelfth 
Pennsylvania 
district, 
also normally Republican, is likewise 
doubtful. 
The earlier returns indi­ 
cated the election of Robert E. Lee, 
and he is carried in the table as rep­ 
resentative of this district. 
Later re 
turns, however, give his Republican 
opponent, Robert I). Heaton, an excel­ 
l e d lighting chance, and the official 
count will bt* necessary to determine 
the result. 
Absolute confidence is not felt In the 
returns for some of the Wisconsin dis­ 
tricts and it is not impossible thai 
the official figures will change the to­ 
tals of the two parties. 
The Fifth 
Wisconsin district is claimed by Victor 
L. Berger, Socialist. 
Henry F. Co­ 
chems, the Republican candidate, does 
not concede Berger’s election, and a 
recount may be necessary to decide 
ihe election. 


Results Accomplished. 


The political upheaval Tuesday was 
followed by a general survey of the 
fl-aid, which disclosed with greater de­ 
tail and precision just what results 
had been accomplished. 
Latest calculations on the national 
house of 
representatives, based 
on 
complete but unofficial returns, show 
that the Democrats will have a sate 
working majority of thirty. 
The outcome of the United States 
senate is now* definitely settled. 
The 
Republicans are assured of sixteen 
new senators, which, with thirty-tour 
holdover senators, gives them a total 
of titty. 
The Democrats are assured 
of fifteen new senators, which, with 
twenty-five holdovers, gives them a 
total of forty. 
Two senatorships are 
still in doubt, namely, the successor 
of the iate Mr. Dolliver In Iowa and of 
Mr. Carter in Montana, where there 
is prospect of a tie. 
These determined totals, however. 
leave a Republican majority in the 
senate as follows: 
Total membership, 92; necessary to 
majority, 47; Republicans, 50; Demo­ 
crats, 40; doubtful, 2.

FEATURE OF RECENT REPORT. 


Chief of 
Staff 
Insists That 
Officers 
Should inspect Brogans and See That 
They Fit, and That Uncle S a m ’s Left 
Over Supply Be Sold at Once and a 
Decent Assortment Purchased. 
I 
lu his annual report, just made pub­ 
lic, Major General Leonard Wood. who 
was recently detached from the com­ 
mand of the department of the east 
to assume the more important duties 
of chief of staff of the army, reviews 
the work of the department of the 
east during the period it was under 
his command. 
The report shows that 
shoes were very much on the gen­ 
eral’s mind. 
"Shoes,” he says, “is a subject which 
J demands serious and constant atten­ 
tion." 
Ile was so much impressed by 
the importance of it that he recom­ 
mended the issuance of general in­ 
structions whereby the fitting of shoes 
lo the foot of soldiers should be super 
visual by officers, but Just where these 
were to re cive their instructions tile 
report does not say. 


Officers Are Blamed. 
Tilt* general finds that “officers give 
this m atter too little attention. 
Pre­ 
plan tly they give It no attention, and 
the result is a very serious loss of cf 
til lency from sore feet and mlsshaiM*n 
feet, resulting only too often directly 
from failures to properly supervise the 
titling of shoes. 
A much closer aud 
d tailed supervision over tho fit of our 
soldiers’ shoes Is imperatively neces­ 
sary.” 
Reverting once more to shoes, the re 
IKtrt says that "there is a very consid 
arable e x ce ss at almost every post of 
black aud tan shoes of the old pattern 
as well as of marching shoes of the 
first issue (heavy pattern!. 
It is ex­ 
tremely difficult to force tile issue of 
these now that the stock is becoming 
reduced to the extreme sizes. 
Some 
means of getting rid of this stock 
should be devised, 
it is believed that 
steps should be taken to place all this 
class of shoes in the bands of some 
experienced salesman who could dis­ 
pose of them on a slight commission nt 
r. slight loss, if nny, to the govern­ 
ment." 
More Infantry Wanted. 
Abandoning the subject for a m o­ 
ment. the general says that at least 
twenty additional regiments of infan­ 
try are urgently needed. 
Ile e x p la in s 
this need by assorting that “the calls 
upon the infantry are already severe 
and will increase rapidly in the im­ 
mediate future incident to the garri­ 
soning of the Hawaiian Islands and 
the isthmus of Panam a.” 
Re-enters the m atter of shoes. 
“Our 
troops.” the general continues, "do not 
march as they should. 
This is due al­ 
most wholly to the lack of Interest in 
this feature of infantry training on 
the part of officers, especially com­ 
manding officers. 
In this connection 
company commanders must give more 
attention to the feet of their men and 
see to it that their shoes fit and that 
their feet are carefully looked after. 
Sore feet are one of the greatest causes 
of inefficiency of infantry troops in 
the field and can be almost wholly 
avoided if the officers do their duty in 
looking after the feet of their men.”

Des Moines, Nov. IO.—Returns from 
91 counties out of 99 in this state 
show that the Republicans have elect­ 
ed nine congressmen and the entire 
state ticket, headed by Governor Car­ 
roll. 
The latter’s plurality probably 
will reach 15,000. 
The 
governorship 
was 
in 
doubt. 
Early returns indicated the election of 
Claude R Porter, the Democratic can­ 
didate, but when the country vote be­ 
gan 
to 
arrive 
Governor 
Carroll 
showed steady gains. 
The counties 
still 
unreported, 
if 
anything, 
will 
augment this showing. 
The remain­ 
der of the Republican state ticket was 
elected. 
The Democrats elected I. S. Pepper 
to congress from the Second district, 
it was thought they also had elected 
D. D. Murphy in the Fourth. 
Con­ 
gressm an Haugen, progressive Repub­ 
lican, claims to have won by 108 votes. 
Democratic County Chairman Connors 
said Haugen might have a plurality of 
45 votes, but that the official count 
would be necessary to settle the m at­ 
ter. 
The largest plurality In the congres­ 
sional election was given to Congress­ 
man Pickett of the Third district, who 
received 5,000 votes more than his 
Democratic opponent. 
He is allied 
with the progressive wing of the par­ 
ty. 
Walter I. Smith, a member of the 
Cannon rules committee and an as­ 
pirant to the speakership, was re-eiect- 
ed in the Ninth district 
by a very 
small margin. 
The legislature is safely Republican 
with a majority of sixty on joint bal­ 
lot. 
The 
progressive 
Republicans 
claim they will control the party cau­ 
cus by twenty votes, 
lf this proves 
true it indicates that a man of the 
Cummins stamp will be chosen to suc­ 
ceed the late Senator Dolliver. 


NEW YORK PRESS COMMENTS 


Roosevelt Blamed for Defeat of Re­ 
publicans. 
New York, Nov. IO.—The New York 
newspapers made the following com­ 
ments on the result of the election: 
Times—Seized by the heels in its 
very cradle the “new nationalism” has 
been pitched into its grave and the 
Republican party has been put on no­ 
tice that the people never for one 
minute mistook a broken pledge for 
downward revision. 
Herald—The people have expressed 
their opinion of Mr. Roosevelt, his 
campaign antics and his “new nation­ 
alism.” 
He doubtless 
has 
a 
truer 
measure of his own stature. 
Sun—The air is much clearer this 
morning. 
St. Helena, Little Isle, is 
distinctly visible. 
The people have 
emphatically refused to tolerate a fur­ 
ther prosecution by Roosevelt of the 
destructive 
enterprise 
outlined 
at 
Osawatomie. 
World—Theodore Roosevelt and the 
“new nationalism” have gone down to 
their Waterloo. The defeat was large­ 
ly brought about by thousands of Re­ 
publicans who still believe in the Con­ 
stitution of the United States, who 
still uphold the supreme court and 
who will tolerate no third term ambi­ 
tions in any man. 
Press—it has been shown that not 
even a Theodore Roosevelt can save 
his party from blind anti almost brutal 
reprisal when the patience of the vot­ 
ers has been tried beyond endurance. J

So Small That at Times They M ay 


Not Be Able to Control That Body. 


Problem Confronting President Taft 


a Serious One. 


Washington, 
Nov. 
IO.—Through­ 
out the life of the Sixty-second con­ 
gress President Taft will be threat­ 
ened by the opposition of both branches 
of the national legislature. 
This is 
clearly indicated 
in 
the returns of 
Tuesday’s elections and is a m atter 
of grave concern to administration 
leaders. 
In the new congress the 
house will be Democratic by, in all 
probability, a majority of approximate­ 
ly liny. 
A gain of nine Democratic 
votes will, in all probability, be reg.s- 
tered in the senate. 
The present Re­ 
publican majority in the senate is 
twenty-six. 
The election of nine Dem­ 
ocratic senators to take the places of 
Republicans reduces the Republican 
majority to eight. The indications are 
that the Democrats will elect one sen­ 
ator in each of the following states: 
New York, New- Jersey, Ohio, Indiana, 
Nebraska, Missouri, Nevada, West Vir­ 
ginia and Maine. 
The senate, there­ 
fore, in the new congress will stand 
fifty Republicans and forty-two Demo­ 
crats. 
There is in the senate now and 
will be in the Sixty-second congress 
a group of militant progressives. 
Six 
of these progressives joining with the 
Democrats would reduce the regular 
Republican strength to forty-four and 
increase the Democratic progressive 
vote to forty-eight, thus wresting con­ 
trol of the senate from the responsi­ 
ble Republican leadership. 


Strayed From Fold Before. 
The Republicans who may be ex 
pected to join with the Democrats on 
occasions are: La Follette of Wiscon- 
: sin, Cummins of Iowa, Bristow of Kan­ 
sas, Clapp of Minnesota and possibly 
Borah of Idaho. 
These senators have 
1 strayed from the party fold before, and 
! Republican leaders here expect to see 
them do so again. 
There are other 
Republican senators who, it is feared, 
may, in connection with certain class­ 
es of legislation, join with the Demo­ 
crats and take away control from the 
j responsible 
Republican 
leadership, 
j They are: Brown of Nebraska, Craw­ 
ford of South Dakota and Nelson of 
Minnesota. 
The last named se n ato r 
voted against the Fayne-Aldrich tariff 
law. 
Years ago, as a member of the 
house, he left his party and voted for 
the Mills Democratic tariff bill. 
In 
addition, it is pointed out here that 
Miles Poindexter of Washington and 
Asle J. Gronna of North Dakota, who 
now 
represent 
their states in 
the 
house, are progressives of the most 
radical type. 
Judging from their past 
record, they are likely to join with the 
Democrats when their principles move 
them so to do. 
While administration 
leaders 
are 
making no comment for publication on 
results, they admit privately that the 
Democratic house and a senate, which 
may at times be in control of a m a­ 
jority composed of Democrats and pro­ 
gressive Republicans, will doubtless 
make it impossible for the president 
to put through his legislative pro­ 
gramme. 
They expect the wheels of 
legislation to be blocked 
with 
the 
Democrats devoting most of their time 
to investigations of the present and 
former administrations, with a view 
of making political capital for use in j 
the national campaign of 1912.

STEADILY GROWING 


Indications Are That It Will 


Reach 20,000. 


Sioux Falls, S. D., Nev. IO.—Late 
returns w arrant the raising of 
the 
majority by which Governor Vessey 
and the remainder of the Republican 
state 
and 
congressional 
nominees 
have swept the state. 
It was believed 
that 
Governor 
Vessey’s 
majority 
would 
run 
somewhat 
about 
15,000 
over Wood, tile Democratic nominee. 
But everything 
now indicates 
that 
Vessey’s majority will crowd 20,000. 
Congressmen Burke and Martin are 
about 5,000 votes ahead of him and 
their majorities promise to reach be­ 
tween 26,000 and 30,000. 
So far as the size of the majority 
returned is concerned Lawrence coun­ 
ty is the banner county of the state, 
with a Republican majority of about 
• 1,200. 
Hamlin county is the banner 
Republican 
county 
considering 
the 
size of the majority returned in pro­ 
portion to the vote cast. 
With a total 
vote of 1.643 
on governor 
Hamlin 
county 
gave 
V’essey a majority of 
1,027, while Congressmen Martin and 
Burke received a vote of 1.345 and 
1,325, respectively, to 272 and 279 for 
their Democratic opponents. 
Sioux Falls and Minnehaha county 
were carried by Vessey by a muck 
larger majority than two years ago. 
So far as the legislature is con 
cerned the Republicans will have thir­ 
ty-six senate members to nine for the 
Democrats. 
In the house there will 
be fewer Democrats than two years 
ago and the Republicans w ill have an 
overwhelming majority.

ELECTION AND ITS LESSONS 


Discussed 
at 
a Cabinet 
Meeting In 
Washington. 
Washington, Nov. IU.—The election 
and its lessons and the pressing for­ 
ward of the administration’s legisla­ 
tive programme to get it out of the 
way before the accession of Demo­ 
cratic control in congress next year 
was among the subjects discussed at a 
cabinet meeting. 
Featuring the administrative m eas­ 
ures will be the plan for meeting sec­ 
ond class mail 
abuses by requiring 
magazines—not 
newspapers—to 
pay 
increased postage on their advertising 
pages sufficient to eliminate postal 
deficits and warrant establishment of 
I cent postage on first class mail in 
the near future. 
This is Postmaster 
General Hitchcock’s project. 
The plan will be urged upon con 
gress at the coming short session. 
The discussion of the election re­ 
sults brought out individual view’s of 
the president and some of his official 
family. 
It was pointed out, among other 
things, that in the East the most real 
harm to the Republican party was ac­ 
complished, much of the outcome in 
the West having been discounted in 
the 
primaries. 
Some 
comfort 
was 
found in the relative smallness of the 
Democratic 
pluralities as 
compared 
with the figures rolled up in the past 
when 
Democratic 
primacy was

tained.

St. Paul, Nov. IO.— Returns 
from 
every district in the state, with only 
three or four legislative-contests still 
in doubt, make it certain that a county 
option bill can not pass the next sen­ 
ate and can hardly pass the house. 
The county optionists will have the 
votes of about twenty-five out of the 
sixty-three senators and fifty-seven out 
of tile 120 house members. 
These fig­ 
ures may be changed slightly, as there 
are a few members who were not 
committed definitely, but there Is like­ 
ly to be as many changes one way as 
the other, so tile final result will not 
be far from that indicated above. 
Relative 
party 
strength 
remains 
practically the same. 
Democrats get 
nineteen in tin* senate, a gain of one. 
There is one Prohibitionist elected to 
the senate and one Populist re-elect­ 
ed, so the net loss for the Republic­ 
ans is two. 
In the house the Demo­ 
crats get a total of twenty-five, a gain 
of three. 
The Prohibitionists get four 
instead of three and there is one So­ 
cialist 
member. 
The 
Republicans 
gained one by the addition of a new 
representative in the Lyon, Lincoln 
and Yellow Medicine district, so the 
net loss to the Republicans is four in 
the house. 


Republicans Swept Washington. 
Seattle, Wash., Nov. IO.—As far as 
known only one county in Washington 
went Democratic in the congressional 
election. 
The plurality of Republican 
candidates for supreme judges is esti­ 
mated at 40,000, as against 47,371 for 
Taft in 1908. The most interesting re­ 
sult of the election is the ratification 
of the woman suffrage amendment to 
the state constitution.

DOUBT 


Governorship Claimed by Both Burke 
and Johnson. 
Bismarck, N. D., Nov. IO.— It is im 
possible to say who will be elected 
governor of North Dakota. 
The Dem 
ocrats are claiming 
the 
election of 
John Burke by a majority of 1,000 and 
the Republicans insist that Johnson 
has a safe lead of about 500. 
The 
lead as 
given out 
by the different 
headquarters has been changing all 
day from 1,000 to 3,500, with both 
sides expressing confidence in the ulti­ 
mate outcome. 
It is said by the best informed lead 
ers that there is every possibility that 
an official count will be necessary be 
fore the result is definitely known 
Some of the counties that were for 
Burke two years ago have gone for 
Johnson, and some that were for John 
son two years ago have switched over 
to the Democratic column. 
The Democrats have conceded all 
other state offices, and in nearly all 
the counties 
the 
Republicans 
have 
been suoessful, and with some few ex 
eeptions Republicans have been sent 
to the state legislature in both branch 
es. 
The 
Republican 
congressmen 
have both been elected by large ma 
jorities, L. B. Hanna, representing the 
I stalwart faction of the party, and Hel 
geson, 
the 
progressive 
wing. 
The 
United States senators will be named 
by the legislature, and will be divided 
the same way as the congressmen. P. 
J. McCumber representing the stal­ 
wart and J. Gronna the progressive 
wings.
